Another Marvel.' 


The marvel of human Renlus is presented to 


us again In the transmission ot photographs by 
telephone -n-lros. It I.s a complicated process ,iml 
at first investigation is about an ...ml to under- 
stand as ,tho Klnsteln theory. Photography itself 
is simple yet thousands of persons use a camera 
and "take" pictures who could not possibly ex- 
plain why tho holding of a little box before nn 
object Is sufficient to make a deposit ot variable 
lines and contrasts on a. film or plate, thus repro- 
ducing in a reduced size what is in front of the 
camera. 


Tho new process, to put It briefly as may be, is 


madn possible by tho fact that variations in the 
intensity of a ray-of llprht may bo made to cause 
.corresponding variations in electric current, to bo 
again transformed into fluctuations of a light ray. 
If tho variations in tho llrst place are caused l>y 
tho differing resistance of a photographic Him on 
which Is the picture to be reproduced, then the 
fluctuations in tho light ray at the other end of 
tho Journey may lie made to create on a film there 
an exact duplicate of the picture. ^ 


A complicated process, Involving the use of del- 


icate apparatus devised by engineers after long 
study, this union of light and electricity Is a far 
cry from tho experiments of Alexander Graham 
Bell, who showed that it was possible to telephone 
over a light ray. Bell, in the years not long after 
his Invention of the telephone, demonstrated that 
the words spoken Into a telephone receiver would 
set up variations in the intensity of an electric 
light beam which, falling on a bit of selenium 
In a distant telephone circuit, would cause tho re- 
production of the sounds falling on the trans- 
mitter. 


Attempts have been made from time to time 


to do this by telegraphing, and, so long ago as 
during tho St. I^ouis Universal exposition, there 
was an exhibit of an apparatus for transmitting 
pictures and document fac similes by -wire. 
It 


never proved commercially valuable en- mechan- 
ically a, complete success. 


There .are still more wonders to come, to u.t by 


(ho use of light anil sound and electricity com- 
bined. We have only entered the vestibule of the 
structure which science and mechanics are build- 
ing. 
It may be that we shall be able soon not 


only to hear the singer over the radio, but sec the 
singer as well.

peal to them most. 


Reports arc also requested on the five best pic- 


tures viewed during tho two-year period and sug- 
gestions are asked as to live books that the local 
associations would like to see ill mod. 


The questionnaire concludes with the statement 


that "child specialists 
and 
crlmlnologists 
are 


warning us that children under Hixtoen can not 
stand the emotional strain' induced by eighty per 
cent of the movie themes," and asks it' tha locals 
will assist in arousing public opinion "to the ne- 
cessity Cor establishing laws to bar boys and girls 
under sixteen from the movie theater." and if 
they will help to arouse their communities to the 
necessity of. providing wholesome and educational 
pictures In churches and schools.

To find out what is causing the noise, examine tlic brake lining. 


Last week in showing you how to adjust the brakes, I described how 
to lest the clearance between the brake band and the drum. 
If yon 


have allowed more space between the band and the drum at one side 
than'you have on the other, it is almost certain that your brakes will 
' 
squeal when applied. The clearance must be the same all round, about 
-the thickness of a visiting card between the lining and the drum. 


If the clearance appears to be all right, then you will have to remove 


the brake bands and examine them. If y9U notice that the lining- has 
worn more on one side than on the other, you can be almost certain 
that you have found the-trouble. The cause for uneven wear in the 
brake lining may be due to a bent band or improper adjusting screws. 
If you arc not sure about how to adjust the brake bands, refer to 
the article on brake adjustment last week. 
- 
| 
If the lining appears lo be bear- 


ing on the drum equally nil round, 
notice if the rivets arc properly 
countersunk. The heads must be 
below the top of the lining. 
If 


the rivets come up level with tho 
top of the lining, (hey will cut 
the brake drum and certainly 
cause squeals and. squeaks. 
In 


any case, if you find that the lin- 
ing is worn so badly that the 


A 
rivets come-up to the top of the 


, ( 
lining, .it is better lo have the 
brakes rclined. This is a job that 
should he done by a mechanic. 
If the lining is put on cither loo 
loose or too light, the brakes 
will not act properly. 
(A. good 


mechanic can -do (lie job very 
quickly and at a small cost. 


If however, the rivets are well 


countersunk, and the lining ap- 
pears to be bearing equally all 
round, then you 
still 
have 
a 


lot of life left in the band, and 
the noise is probably due to dirt 
or grit on the surface of the lin- 
ing. 
If the brakes are operated 


in a very harsh manner, the lining may be 'slightly burned or glazed. 
In cither of these cases, the remedy is simple. 
Take a slilf wire 


brush and some gasoline and scrub the lining thoroughly. If you 


, do not possess a wire' brush, then wash the band with gasoline 
[ and roughen the surface -with the edge of a file lo remove the glaze, 
i 
Other noises that come from the brake mechanism, arc caused by 


loose brake rods or connections. 
Sometimes .1 brajcc rod goes very 


near some part of the chassis and when the car is running the 
vibration causes it lo rattle against the chassis. 
It is a. good idea 


lo get a piece of light spring and attach one end to the brake rod 
and the other end lo a part of ihc chassis, that will hold the rod 
away from the part it now strikes. 


All defective brakes do not squeal, squeak or1 howl when applied. 


Sometimes they go to the other extreme and arc quite noiseless 
when applied, but 
unfortunately 
will not slop Ihc car within .1 


reasonable distance. 
Jn this case if the lining itself is not worn 


out, the trouble may be caused by oil or grease on the_lining. 
After 


you have cleaned the lining, look 'for the cause of the trouble. 
This' will generally be found to be a worn felt washer on the axle 
shaft which allows the grease to creep through and get on the wheels 
and lining, and a new felt washer will generally cure the iroublc.
